Foreign exchange 
may resume today

‘When the world's money markets 
the reopen — probably today — and 
exchange rates are published abroad 
again, the Bank of Israel will re- 
store permission to trade in foreign 
currencies, Yosef Milo, senior direc- 
tor of the bank, said yesterday,

U.S. Ambassador to the U.N. 
George Bush told a Fig Four meet- 
ing in New York last Thursday his 
Government believed that the door 
to an interim settlement was still 
open. He also said an Israel-Hgypt 
‘Canal reopening would contribute to 
overall peace. 

The American Ambassador is 
understood to have briefed his col- 
leagues on the discussions held in 
Israel by Assistant Secretary of State 
Joseph J. ‘Sisco earlier this month 
Recalling Mr. Sisco's confident state- 
ment, shortly before his departure 
for Washington, that progress to- 
wards a settlement could be reached 
despite existing differences, Ambas- 
sador Bush urged the representa- 
tives of the Soviet Union, Britain 
and France to help the American 
mediation effort along by not inter- 
fering with It. He noted that both 
Israel and Egypt desired the con- 
tinuation of US. “‘good offices,” and 
that the ΓΘ. had ‘thus far offered 
mo proposals of its own for settle- 
ment. 

The hopeful American thesis was 
rejected by Soviet Ambassador Ya- 


kob Malik, who charged the U.S. 
with responsibility for the lack of 
any progress anywhere towards a 
polltical solution in the Middle Hast. 
The Big Four were atalemated, the 
Jarring mission was in a deadiock, 
and the fault was all Washington's, 
argued the Soviet representative, 
because Washington was supporting 
the aggressive Israel pasition. He 
also claimed that there was no point 
in the Big Four discussing guaran 
tees for an Arab-Jsrael settlement 
until the powers had made up their 
minds first on what they were set 
to tee — which, in his view, 
should be total Israeli withdrawal. 

Fear of worsening of the Middle 
East situation was voiced by British 
Ambassador Sir Colin Crowe, who 
chaired the meeting. He did not, 
however, think that a debate on 
“the Middle Hast situation” in the 
General Assembly would help solve 
anything. The representative of 
France agreed with his British col- 
league's bleak assessment of the 
state of Middle East affairs, but sug- 
gested that a General Assembly de- 
bate was inevitable, and would not 
necessarily be harmful.

MOSCOW (AP). — An American 
Jewish bride of four days said yes- 
terday that she would stay with 
her Soviet husband in Leningrad 
even though her Soviet visa has

Mrs. Valery Krenniov said her 
parents had encouraged her by te- 
lephone from the U.S. to persist in 
her fight to remain. She sald her 
mother told her to take her case 
to Premier Alexei Kosygin if ne- 
cessary. 

Mrs. Krenniov said she would go 
to the Soviet passport agency when 
it opened today and ask once again 
thet she be allowed to stay. Her 
current visa expired yesterday. 

The bride, the former Deborah 
Brackman of Great Neck, New 
York, entered the Soviet Union on 
ἃ tourist visa to Krenniov, 
8 medical student she met in Le- 
ningrad last summer when she was 
in Russia on a student exchange 
programme. They were married last 
Tuesday. Ske hoped when she came 
that she would be able to obtain 
a resident visa, but Ovir, the pass- 
port agency that issues visas, told 
her to leave when her tourist per- 
mission expired because there is no 
apartment available in Leningrad 
for the newlyweds. 


Mrs. Krenniov, 22, first said she 
Planned to obey Ovir and leave on 
a Sunday-morning flight for Paris.

SAIGON, — Vice-President 


Nguyen Cao Ky will make his 
final decision on whether or not to 
stay in South Vietnam's October 


presidential race today. 
Warning a packed press confer- 


ence yesterday that government 


election rigging had plunged the 
country into a “very difficult crisis,” 


Ky said he svanted more time to 


consult political and religious lead- 
ers ‘before deciding to accept or 
reject the re-instatament of ‘his can- 
didacy. The re-instatement by the 
Supreme Court on Saturday — a 
reversal of the court's disqualifica- 
tion over two weeks earlier —— 


meant that he is now the sole op- 


ponent to President Nguyen Van 


Thieu on October 3. 


The Vice-President said that U.S. 
Ambassador Ellsworth Bunker had 
urged him to stay in the election 
during a meeting the two ‘held on 
Saturday. 

Ky had delayed announcing his 
decision twice. He first called a 
‘press conference for Saturday, then 
postponed it until yesterday — at 
which time he deferred it again, 
saying “the reason for our delays 
is that we are conscious of our rea- 
ponsidility which is extremely grave 
in the fface of the difficult situation 
facing our nation.”

THL AVIV. —e#Bones collected by 
three American students in Babi 
Yar a month ago will be reinterred 
near the Treblinka Memorial in 
the Nahalat Yitzhak cemetery here 
on ‘Wednesday. This was announced 
yesterday by Rabbi Yedidia Frenkel, 
here. 

The funeral will be held at 4 p.m. 
under the auspices of the ‘Associa- 
tion of Immigrants from the 
U.8.8R. There will be no eulogies. 

‘The bones, Rabbi Frenkel said, 
were found by the students when 
they visited Babl Yar on ‘July 22. 
‘They were given directions by an 
old man who told them in German: 
“The monument stands on the mouth 
of a ravine and is not easily seen 
from the road” 

One of the students, Philip 

Shapiro, reported that the monu- 
ment was surrounded by flowers. It 
bore ap inscription in Russian, 
vaguely telling, “Here He Soviet 
Citizens Who fell Victim to the 
PWascilsts." Wandering around the 
monument, the students descended 
‘beyond a thicket of young trees and 
saw drainage channels, whose sides 
had ‘been reinforced. But nearby, 
among the trees, they detected 2 
flat bone, which was undoubtedly 
part of a human skeleton. 
, As the ‘Americans were looking 
for other bones, an elderly man, 
dressed in black, approached them. 
Asked what he wanted, the man 
mumbled that he was a “‘geologist.” 
‘Then he withdrew some distance 
end watched the youths, who 
promptly drove away. 

They returned two days later and 
collected more bones. This time 
nobody spied on them. Among the 
bones they collected was part of a 


child's spinal column and a skull,

NICOSIA (AP). — A Nicosia court 
has sentenced Photis Papaphotis, a 
Greek teacher of theo- 
logy, to four months imprisonment 
for insulting the President of Cyprus, 
Archbishop . Makarios. Mr. Papa- 
photis, 88, who was sentenced 
Saturday, is a staunch political op- 
ponent of Mr. Makarios. 

According to the summing up of 
Judge D. Stylinanides, the case 
started last April, when President 
Makarios summoned the leader of 
the opposition party for a briefing. 
At this time, he said he considered 
Mr. Papaphotis as one of the persons 
involved in an assassination attempt

‘Heading the list is a power strug- 
gie within the True Whig Party, Li- 
beria’s ruling political organization 
since 1883. Mr. Tolbert, under the 
Constitution, should serve Tubman’s 
tenm as President untii next Jan- 
uary. ‘A complicated succession 
statute may keep him in power 
through 1976 if the Party agrees. 
The prevailing view is that Mr. Tol- 
bert will probably stay in office 
for 4% years, and that when the 
time comes an appropriate ruling 
by the Supreme Court will approve 
whatever dectsion the Party makes. 

Tubman’s son, Shad Jr. 37, an 
idealistic Senator from Maryland 
County, is Mr. Tolbert’s sou-n-law. 
He disavows any immediate poli- 
tical ambitions other than his work 
in the Senate and says Mr. Tolbert, 
if given a chance, would “make 
a very good President.” 

The Tubman era brought visible 
economic progress, Uke. roads, 
schools, hospitele and heavy for- 
investment and political sta- 
‘bility. But there was corruption, 
prestige when ft coukd be 
il-afforded and a Tubman person- 
ality cult which negated demo- 
cratic development.

— The new prices 
for airplane tickets took effect at 
midnight last night — and all those 
who left before flew at the old 
prices. In -addition, all those 15- 
raelis abroad. will return on their 
old tickets at the old price. A deci- 
sion to this effect was taken yes- 
terday by the panel] of airline com- 
panies, meeting under the chair- 
manship of Mr. Rehavia Ben- 
Shach, of El Al. and in line with 
IATA regulations. 

Several dozen persons tried to 
“beat” the new prices yesterday by 
turaing: up δὲ the airport and

their’ flights were scheduled for 
later in the: week. El Al reports 
about 50 such atiempts, and about 
10 of these passengers were ac- 
commodated since the planes would

However, the new ground fees 
took effect yesterday morning. 
Thus, the landing fee, the loading 
and unloading, the porterage, and 
cleaning fees were all raised by 
20 per cent. The “boarding fee,” 
which every outgoing passenger 
pays, was raised from 1410.50 to 
1112.50, slightly less than 20 per 
cent. 

Although Sunday 15 an unusually 
heavy day at the airport, passenger 
traffic was not affected by the new 
arrangements. The only persons 
who were really happy about the 
entire event were incoming tour- 
ists who got IL4.20 instead of 
113.50 for their dollar, when they 
changed their money at the air- 
port's two banks. 

The El Al press officer said yes- 
terday that he did not expect the 
higher fares to have much effect 
on Israelis wishing to go abroad. 
“There might be a drop off for a 
few weeks, but thea the situation 
wili return to normal,” he said. At 
any rate, the bulk of the summer 
tourist season (for Israelis) is al- 
most finished, since school starts 
in a few weeks. 

Despite the optimistic attitude of 
El Al, the foreign airline compa- 
mies operating in Israel yesterday 
decided that devaluation, and the 
increased travel tax, would cut in- 
roads in their revenues. They, 
therefore, decided to ask Finance 
Mnister Pinhas Sapir to reduce the 
travel tax in order to make the 
travelling burden easier of passen- 
gers. 


Shipping firms to benefit 


The Shippers’ Council here has 
also received notice from the 
shipping companies that, effective 
Sunday, freight charges will increase 
by 20 per cent, which over the year 
will cost the nation an extra 
IL100m. at least, for the country’s 
oreign trade, in both directions. 

‘The Shipping companies, pending 
the emergence of the new freight 
rates, are collecting deposits on 
those payable in sterling or German 
marks. About 10 per cent of the 
trade are shipped against freight 
bills in these two currencies. The 
other 90 per cent are charged in 
dollars. (The proportion ts likely to 
change in the future in favour of 
currencies harder than the dollars.) 


The Haifa Customs officers open- 
ed their counters only at 11 am. 
yesterday after officials had received 
and digested their new instructions 
from Jerusalem. The dollar rate 
was then fixed at 114.20 for the 
purposes of customs clearing and 
other currencies at exactly 20 per 
cent more than on Friday.

SEEN RISING

TEL AVIV. — When trading is 
resumed on the stock market today 
after yesterday's “bank holiday” 
which also closed down the stock 
market, most prices are expected 
to rise. However, sharp fluctuations 
are expected in the next few days, 
and prices are only expected to 
settle down to thelz new level 


Financial circles expect the in- 
vestment dollar, which was 11.4.21 
at the end of last week, to rise to 


between about 14.26 to 114.30, an- 


increase of two to three per cent. 
Since no “devaluation” is expected 
in the near future, it should not go 
above this price, although, as point- 
ed out, it might take a few days to 
“fall to this price, since it might rise 
above it at first.” 

It was noted that those who 
only a few weeks ago bought in- 
vestment dollars at 13.80 — the 
price hovered around IL3.80 for se- 
veral weeks-—have made considerable 
profits. If they bought stocks in 
America, they gained about 16 per 
cent due to devaluation of the Is- 
raeli pound. And if they bought 
stocks in the “hard” European cur- 
rencies, they gained from devalua- 
tion here and they will also profit 
from the upward revaluation there. 


Doliar-linked bonds are expected 
to rise, but not by the full 20 per 
cent, since some of them are sel- 
Ung at high prices now. The new 
price is expected to level off at 
that point where they will yield 
seven to eight per cent interest 
(after taxes) a year. 

As for index-linked bonds, they 
are expected to rise rapidly, since 
the prices on such basic items as 


bread, milk and eggs have risen. 
However, there will be a general 
price rise which will also cause 
the cost-of-living index to rise. 
Financial circles think that In- 


“dex-linked bonds are the safest in- 


vestment at present. They also 
point out that short-term Govern- 
ment loan bonds, although they pay 
high interest rates, nine per cent 
or more, have proved to be‘a bad 
investment. Since the cost-of-living _ 
todex rises by about the same 
amount each year, if not more, any 
income from such short-term bonds 
is wiped out. This also applies to 
any savings scheme not linked to 
the cost-of-living index. 

There is expected to be highly 
sslective buying on the stock mar- 
ket in such categories as real es- 
tate and development, finance com- 
panies, and those industrial con- 
cerns working for the export mar- 
ket. Moreover, the stocks of those 
investmeat companies which them- 
selves have invested heavily in pro- 
perty, ‘are expected to rise. 

Securities purchases in dollars 
(not in the investment dollar) are, 
expected to be irregular. Last 
Thursday, they fell, and they are 
now expected to reach a level where 
they will provide a six per cent an- 
nual net income, 

On the black market in Lilien- 
blum Street, the dollar seems to 
have settled down at about IL4.30- 
IL4.32, although it rose higher yes- 
terday morning, due mainly to pa- 
nic buying. But yesterday, the 
black market dealers spent most of 
their time buying dollars from spe- 
culators; there were few real cus- 
tomers who came to buy. Most of 
them, evidently, are waiting for the 
price to setile. The German mark 
sold for about IL1.28. 


COMPENSATION ON 
RETROACTIVE BASIS 


Jerusalem Fost Reporter 

Low wage earners, large families 
and old age pensioners will all be 
compensated on a retroactive basis 
by the National Insurance Insti- 
tute for the devaluation, Dr. Is- 
rael Katz, the Institute’s director- 
general, told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday. 


“We do not know yet how much 
we wil} compensate them since this 
will depend on all sorts of market 
factors which will only be clear 
over the next few days,” Dr. Katz 
said. However, he emphasized, “If 
we really want to be serious about 
compensating income groups we 
have to examine the effect of the 
devaluation in terms of other fac- 
tors such as taxation, Inflation and 
other social benefits.” 


The effects of the devaluation 
could only be examined on a long- 
term basis, Dr. Katz insisted, and 
he quoted Labour Minister Yosef 


Almogi's recent statement that the 
National Insurance Institute, which 
pays out 90 per cent of Israel’s 
social benefits, should collect in- 
formation on a regular basis. The 
problem, Dr, Katz said, was not 
just compensating, but also raising 
the level of lower income groups. 

The Ministry of Welfare spokes- 
man also announced yesterday that 
“the Ministry will not permit the 
devaluation to affect the standard 
of living of people receiving pub- 
lic assistance.” Yesterday morning, 
the spokesman announced, Welfare 
Minister Michael Hazani had an ur- 
gent meeting with Ministry econo- 
mists “to work out exactly what 
price rises will mean in terms of 
the food basket of people on wel- 
fare." Public assistance will be 
automatically adjusted, the spokes- 
man 5818, but details will only be 
released in a few days. He did not 
say whether the adjustment would 
be retroactive.
